Band Program Tests 
Improved Study sir 


By DARCY DAVIS 

In keeping with a national 
trend that sees many school 
systems offering the study of a 
band instrument by beginners 
during the summer or in fifth 
grade rather than fourth grade, 
the Agawam Summer Band 
Program recently explored the 
possibilities of a more con¬ 
centrated study of an in¬ 
strument, and in smaller 
groups with more time alloted 
than was possible in past years 
with the regular program. 

Abouut half of the school 
systems in the country do not 
start until fifth grade; some 
even start later than that with 
excellent results. A large 
number of outstanding bands 
that have been contacted during 
the past year have changed 
from fourth grade to fifth grade 
for beginners and there is very 
little if any, movement in the 
other direction. 

During the past summer an 
extremely successful pilot 
program was run for beginning 
instrumental study. It showed 
that more than a years normal 
progress could be made with an 
intensive summer course and 
will be offered on a. full scale 


parade, held on the boardwalk 
in Atlantic City, is the first 
event in the week of activities 
for the Miss America Pageant 
and saw thirty of the country 
finest bands, including several 
former national championship 
groups, competing for honors. 

Winning band was the Wilson 
High School of West Lawn, 
Penn. *ith the Cherry Hill, New 
Jersey band placing second. 

Davis, who served as a band 
and drum corps judge during 
the summer worked on the 
judging panel for the Con¬ 
necticut High School Band 
Championship, the Eastern 
Massachusetts Circuit Finals, 
Mayflower State Cham 
pionship, Northeast Drum 
Corps Championship, Drum 
Corps International Eastern 
Meet and the World Open 
Contest. In recent years he has 
been a judge at many local 


contests in the New England 
area as well as major events 
such as the CYO National, the 
U.S. Open in Marion, Ohio; the 
International Open in Butler, 
Pa.; Drum Corps International 
Finals in Whitewater, 
Wisconsin; and VFW National 
Championship Contests in 
Detroit, Miami, Philadelphia, 
Dallas and Minneapolis.

Another time-saving feature 
of the Toueh-a-matic phone is 
its ability to “remember” the 
last number manually dialed.

Expectant parents also learn to care for the 
baby during the first few days and weeks at 
home. Red Cross nurses use a doll to illustrate 
dressing and diapering. A small tub is used to 
teach bathing. 

An integral part of the course is a description 
of the baby’s first year, with examples of growth 
rate and normal patterns of walking and talking. 

“We also discuss illnesses that might occur 
during the first year,” added Miss Johns. “Many 
first-time parents become alarmed over normal 
and minor conditions because they do not under¬ 
stand them. We try to help class members to rec¬ 
ognize symptoms that usually mean nothing and 
those that possibly might indicate something more 
serious.” 


There once was a time when the nursery was 
considered the woman’s private reservation. Care 
of the baby was thought to be beyond the mental 
grasp of the male. A man was considered to be 
too fumbling—all thumbs—when it came to. han¬ 
dling his offspring. As for diaper changing—well, 
mothers blanched. 

Today, however, the picture has changed con¬ 
siderably. Father no longer feels like an intruder 
in the nursery. He can be his wife’s equal when 
it comes to formula mixing, baby bathing, and 
even diaper changing. Assisting with baby’s needs 
often results in a stronger, closer, more fulfilling 
relationship for fathers, resulting from the earliest 
days at home. 

Some of the credit for this domestic revolution 
belongs to the American Red Cross. 

At the close of World War II, the Red Cross 
foresaw the need of a course that would provide 
prospective fathers as well as mothers with p'jper 
training in baby care. By the time the pos var 
bumper crop of babies arrived, free classes were 
being offered by Red Cross chapters throughout 
the country. 

There are a number of reasons why father is 
now invading the nursery, according to Lucy 
Johns, director of Nursing and Health Programs 
for the American Red Cross. The main one, she 
says, is that “parents now realize that it is good 
for the child to have the father play a larger role 
in caring for the child during its earlier years.” 
Because of this, the Red Cross encourages the 
participation of new parents in its expectant 
parents classes. 

“At first, men are usually shy about attending 
the course

explained Miss Johns. “But they 
should have no fear about feeling conspicuous. 
They have plenty of male company.” 

“We emphasize the psychological aspects of 
pregnancy as well as the physical aspects,” ex¬ 
plained Miss Johns. “Many times a husband does 
not understand the normal emotional changes that 
affect his wife at this time.” 

The course usually begins with a discussion of 
conception, symptoms of pregnancy, and prenatal 
health, with an explanation of the emotional and 
physical stages of pregnancy. General information 
is included about subjects such as prenatal care, 
labor, delivery, formula preparation, nutrition, 
bathing, diapering, and recognition of illness. In¬ 
formation is presented through charts, films, 
slides, demonstrations, and lectures.
